German Army neared Leningrad, the people 
knew that as soon as the Germans enter a 
city they kill all the young men.

Children survived by 
eating grass, sleeping in cellars; older people 
ate rats and mice, died of wounds and 
hunger. If the people of Warsaw would think 
and believe the same way, probably Hitler, 
would not have made so much headway at 
the start. The money spent on the trip was a
